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5- ConditionsoFEntitlement Eff ective I7QGlnhe f 1998 and Thi-m«ff>.r Pnhi;^ T ^„, i n-;_?^] 
effective 17 October 1998 providedlfaat termination of aviatirai career incentive pay would be 
based on aviation service. Tliis Law modified the preceding paragr^hs as Mows: 

a. Para^aph 5A3x. An officer wiio meets fte conditions of paragr^h 5. A.3.c. is entitled to 
continiKHis ACP for tiie firet 22 y^rs of aviation ser\^ee 

b. Paragraph 5. A3 A An officK- who meets the conditions of paragraph 5.A.3.d is entided to 
continuous ACIP for ti^ first 25 years of aviation service , 

c. Paragraph 5.A.4.C. An officer vAio meets the conditions of paragraph 5.A.4.C. is entifledto 
continuoiK ACIP for the firet 22 years of aviation service. 

d. Paragraph 5.A.4.d. An officer vAio rae^ the condition of paragr^h 5. A.4.d is mtitled to 
continuGiB ACIP for the first 25 years of aviation service , 

e. Paramaoh 5.A.4.e, An officer m^ng Ae conditions of pa^raph 5,A-4.e is enml^i to 
continuous ACIP for tiie firet 18 yeara of aviation service , 

f Paragraph 5.A.4.f An officer meeting Ifae conditions of paragr^h 5-A.4.f is entitled to 
continuous ACIP for the first 22 yeani of aviBtionservice - 

g. Paraer^h 5.A4,g- An officer m^tii^ the conditions of paragr^ 5.A.4.g. is OTtitied to 
continuous ACIP for tiie first 25 yems of aviation service . 

h. The Command^t may permit, on a case by case basis, an officer to continue to receive 
continuous monlhly incentive pay despite the failure of the officer to peifomi the prescribed 
operational flying duty requiremoits during the pi^ciib«3 periods of time, so long as the 
officer has performed Ihiose requirements for not Iras *an 6 years of aviation service, TTie 
Commandant may not delegate this ^^3iot^ autiiority. 

6. Qfficei^ Qualified for Aviation Service Not Entitied to Contimjotg ACIP . An officer qualified for 
aviation service, vAio is not entitled to continiwus ACIP under sections 5-A-3, 5-A-4, or 
5-A-5, and who is required by competent orders to pKform operational or pi^dent^ flying 
daties, and a flight surgeon or other medial officer wAo is qualified for aviation service and 
required by con^etait ordars to perform operational flying duties, is aititled to montiity ACIP for 
the performance of tiie minimum flight requirements pr^icribedin section 5-A-lO. 

7 Office Not Qualified for Aviation Service, Officers not qualifiedfor aviation service, vi^o are 
required by competent orda^ to praform regular and fiequait aerial flights, are not mtitl^ to ACIP 
but may be entitied to mor^ly hazardous duty incaitive plunder the provisions of section 5-B, 

8, Rates Payable . ACIP is p^able at tiie monthly rates for commi^oned officers as shown in 
figure 5-1.
